The people in whose 
families 
the 


studies were made represented a larce 
number of occupations. In some instan- 
ces they were slovenly and shiftless, and 
took l i t t l e interest In the appearance of 
the!r homes and tables. Other family 
though ignorant, were willing and anx 
ions to learn how they mifrht improvi 
their habits of living. The main results 
of each study are given with a brief dis- 
cussion of the chief features. 


In many of the families there was no 


attempt to spread an attractive table 
One of the most common observations' 
among those who are familiar with the 
habits of the poorer classes of wase 
workers, the report continues. Is to the 
effect that a not Inconsiderable amount 
of the prevalence of intemperance can 
be traced to poor food and unattractive 
tables. Throughout all these dietaries- 
there was shown very little connprehen- 
sion of the actual nutritive value of the 
food purchased, theselectl«if|j>parently 
being made according ,t$jp|p whim or 
taste, the presence of cVrtihi food ma- 
terials In the market, or because the 
housekeeper hud become accustomed to 
purchasing certain kinds of food. 


The larger number of families spent 


more than they really could afford for 
food, and yet frequently rece^fed in- 
sufficient nourishment. The Creation 
how these people could have'obtained 
more nutriment for the money expendi- 
ture is answered only In thft most general 
terms. It Is suggested that one of the 
best and surest ways to Improve the con- 
dition of the poor 18 to give them prac- 
tical Instructions and object lessons In 
the preparation of attractive yet simple 
and cheap foods. The subjects upon 
which the women should be instructed 
include lessons upon the best and most 
nutritious food-materials, and those best 
adapted in point of cost and ease of 
preparation to the needs and circum- 
stances of the family, and instruction 
such as shall enable the housekeeper to 
prepare simple, wholesome and palatable 
dishes from such food.
